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FEDERAL LEGISLATION AND ACLS INTERESTS 


The second session of the 85th Congress enacted two pieces of legislation 
of concern to the ACLS and its constituency. 


The first of these is the National Defense Education Act (Public Law 

85-864). The intent of this Act is set forth in its opening paragraphs: 
“, . . the security of the Nation requires the fullest development of the 
mental resources and technical skills of its young men and women. 
We must increase our efforts to identify and educate more of the talent di 
our Nation. This requires programs that will give assurance that no student 
of ability will be denied an opportunity for higher education because of 
financial ‘need; will correct as rapidly as possible the existing imbalances in our 
educational programs which have led to an insufficient proportion of our 
population educated in science, mathematics, and modern foreign languages 
and trained in technology.” 


Under the provisions of the Act, Federal capital will be made available 
to institutions of higher education for the establishment of student loan 
funds. In the dispersal of these funds special consideration is to be given to 
students with superior academic backgrounds who express a desire to teach in 
elementary or secondary schools and to students who have superior capacity 
for or preparation in science, mathematics, engineering, or 2 modern foreign 
language. Another provision establishes a substantial number of National 
Defense Fellowships for periods of graduate study not to exceed three academic 
years. In this instance graduate study can be supported only when the 
graduate program is a new one or an existing one which has been expanded, 
and when such a program substantially furthers the objectives of increasing 
the facilities available in the nation for the graduate training of college or 
university teachers and of promoting a wider geographical distribution of such 
facilities. Preference will be given to persons interested in teaching in 
institutions of higher learning. 


The section of the Act dealing with the development of language 
programs is one of considerable ACLS concern. The operation of this portion 
is almost entirely through contracts with institutions of higher education, 
although funds are also available for individual stipends. 


Authorization is given on a contractual basis for Federal support of 
centers for the teaching of any modern foreign language provided the Com- 
missioner of Education (head of the U. S. Office of Education in the 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare) is satisfied that individuals 
trained in the language in question are needed by the Federal Government or 
by business, industry, or education in the United States, and that adequate 
instruction in the language is not readily available. Such contracts may also 
include provision for instruction in other fields needed for a full understanding 
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of the areas, regions, or countries in which the language is commonly used. 
Specific fields named in this connection are history, political science, linguistics, 
economics, sociology, geography, and anthropology. 


The individual stipends are available to persons receiving advanced 
training in any modern foreign language or in the correlated area fields, 
provided that there is reasonable assurance that the recipients will, on 
completion of their training, be available for teaching the language in an 
institution of higher education or for other service of a public nature. 


The Act also authorizes studies and surveys to determine the need for 
increased or improved instruction in modern foreign languages and related 
fields, research on more effective language teaching methods, and the develop- 
ment of specialized materials for use in language training. 


Also included among the provisions is support of short-term or regular 
session institutes for advanced training, particularly in the use of new teaching 
methods and instructional materials, for persons engaged in the teaching, or 
supervising or training of teachers, of any modern foreign language in 
elementary or secondary schools. 


The National Defense Education Act of 1958 also provides funds for 
guidance, counseling, and testing as means of identifying and encouraging 
able students; for research and experimentation in more effective utilization 
of television, radio, motion pictures, and related media for educational purposes 
and the dissemination of the results; for area vocational education programs; 
and for the establishment by the National Science Foundation of a Science 
Information Service.

The second piece of legislation which merits the thoughtful attention of 
humanists and social scientists is the Agricultural Act of 1958 (Public Law 
85-835). This Act reflects the efforts of John D. Dingell, Member of Congress 
from the 15th District of Michigan, to make counterpart foreign currencies 
available for scholarly purposes. Pertinent subsections of the Act are as 
follows: : 


[Counterpart foreign currencies may be used] 


“For financing under the direction of the Librarian of Congress in 
consultation with the National Science Foundation and other interested 
agencies, in such amounts as may be specified from time to time in appro- 
priation acts, (1) programs outside the United States for the analysis and 
evaluation of foreign books, periodicals, and other materials to determine 
whether they would provide information of technical or scientific significance 
in the United States and whether such books, periodicals, or other materials 
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are of cultural or educational significance; (2) the registry, indexing, binding, 
reproduction, cataloguing, abstracting, translating, and dissemination of books, 
periodicals, and related materials determined to have such significance; and 
(3) the acquisition of such books, periodicals, and other materials and the 
deposit thereof in libraries and research centers in the United States specializing 
in the areas to which they relate; 


“For providing assistance, in such amounts as may be specified from time 
to time in appropriation acts, by grant or otherwise, in the expansion or 
operation in foreign countries of established schools, colleges, or universities 
founded or sponsored by citizens of the United States, for the purpose of 
enabling such educational institutions to carry on programs of vocational, 
professional, scientific, technological, or general education; and in the support- 
ing of workshops in American studies or American educational techniques, 
and supporting chairs in American studies.”

FELLOWSHIPS AND GRANTS 


As the result of a number of requests, this issue of the Newsletter is 
largely devoted to a listing of fellowship and grant opportunities in the 
humanities and social sciences. This compilation does not include prize contests, 
undergraduate scholarships, or graduate fellowships administered by universities 
solely for their own students. 


[Although an effort has been made to present as nearly a complete listing 
as possible, there may be some important omissions. We would appreciate 
having additional programs brought to our attention. ] 


AMERICAN ACADEMY IN RoME: Rome Prize Fellowships, awarded for one year 
with a possibility of renewal, for mature students and artists capable of 
independent work in architecture, landscape architecture, musical com- 
position, painting, sculpture, history of art, and classical studies. Although 
there is no age limit, the Academy favors young persons of outstanding 
talent when such candidates apply. The fellowships carry a stipend of 
$3,000 a year, divided as follows: stipend $1,750, round trip transporta- 
tion between New York and Rome $600, studio supplies $150, European 
travel $500, and in addition free residence and studio at the Academy. 
A senior research fellowship, offered only in classical studies, carries 
$4,000 a year, free study and residence at the Academy. Closing date 
for applications and submission of work, December 31.

AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF UNIVERSITY WOMEN: National Fellowships, forty 
in number, are open to American women who already hold the doctorate 
or who will have fulfilled all the requirements for the doctorate, except 
the dissertation, by the time the fellowship year begins (July 1). 
These fellowships vary in stipend from $2,000 to $4,000 and are 
unrestricted as to field and place of study. Closing date, December 1. 


International Fellowships are open to women for study and research 
in unrestricted fields in any. country other than that of the recipient. 
These awards carry a stipend of $2,000 a year. The minimum require- 
ment is that the candidate must have completed residence requirements 
for the doctorate before the fellowship year begins on July 1. Closing 
date, December 1.

AMERICAN COMMITTEE ON UNITED Europe: Scholarship to attend the College 
of Europe at Bruges, Belgium. The candidate must be a graduate from 
an accredited institution, must have a good command of both French and 
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English, must be less than 30 years of age on October 1 of the year 
preceding the application, and must be single; married students are 
admitted only as an exception. The scholarship totals $1,750 and 
includes tuition (including study trips), board and lodging for the 
academic year, 500 Belgian francs per month pocket money, transportation 
tourist class from New York to Bruges and return, and an expense 
allowance of $250. Closing date, March 9. Address correspondence to 
American Committee on United Europe, 120 East 56th Street, New 
York 22, New York. 


AMERICAN CouNciIL oF LEARNED SocieTiEs: Fellowships to provide oppor- 


tunities for younger scholars to pursue research projects in the humanities 
or to extend their competences by intensive study in a field or fields 
related to their area of special interest. A candidate must have demon- 
strated a high degree of scholarly competence in a specialty within the 
humanistic area of learning or must have a program with humanistic 
emphasis in the social or natural sciences. The doctorate or its equivalent 
is required, and awards have an age limit of 45 as of October 15 of the 
year of application. Awards will be granted for suitable programs of 
research or study calling for at least six months of full-time work. 
The amount of the award will vary according to individual need but 
will not exceed $7,000. The awards are primarily for the provision of 
free time, although amounts for travel to gain access to materials 
(including personal maintenance), for clerical or research assistance, or 
for reproduction of materials will be allowed. Closing date, October 15. 


Grants-in-Aid to provide funds for significant humanistic research. 
Grants are to be used exclusively for research and for necessary expenses 
of the individual scholar connected with his research: travel necessary to 
gain access to materials (including personal maintenance), research or 
clerical assistance, reproduction of materials. A grant may be used to 
avoid the necessity of teaching beyond the normal academic year, but not 
for relief from regular duties. The applicant will be asked to demon- 
strate the importance of the project to his field. Two or three grants 
are made annually for partial assistance toward publication, but only 
scholars whose manuscripts have been officially accepted for publication 
may apply. The tenure of the grant is within one year, commencing with 
the date of the award. The stipend is not to exceed $2,000. Closing 
dates, December 1 and March 1.

open to college graduates in fields of international relations, race relations, 
history, religion, and sociology.

AMERICAN Numismatic Society: Graduate Fellowships to university graduate 


students in the fields of the humanities or the social sciences. Candidates 
must have completed their general examinations (or the equivalent) for 
the doctorate, must be writing dissertations on topics in which the use 
of numismatics plays a significant part, and must have attended one of 
the Society’s Summer Seminars. The fellowships, each with a stipend 
of $2,500, will be administered by the universities at which the students 
are enrolled. Candidates for the awards will be named by Deans of 
university graduate schools. Applications of individual students will 
not be received by the Society. 


Grants for Summer Study in Numismatics, ten in number, for study 
at the Seminar in Numismatics to be held at the Society’s Museum, 
June through August. These grants are available to United States and 
Canadian students of high competence who will have completed at least 
one year’s graduate study in Classics, archaeology, Oriental studies, history, 
economics, art history, or other humanistic fields. Applications will be 
accepted also from junior university or college instructors with a degree 
in one of these fields. Each study-grant will carry a stipend of $500.

AMERICAN ORIENTAL Society: Louise Wallace Hackney Scholarship for 


research in Chinese art. Candidates must be U. S. citizens who are 
graduate students with three years of Chinese language study at a 
recognized university. Knowledge of Chinese history and the history 
of art are essential. The scholarship is open to men or women promising 
in this field rather than to scholars of recognized standing. The tenure 
of the scholarship will be devoted primarily to research in actual paintings 
and, consequently, is to be spent in a museum where both paintings and 
adequate language guidance are available. The stipend is variable.

ScuoLa NorMALE SuPERIORE, Pisa: One award covering 
maintenance at the college and tuition at the University of Pisa, 
open only to men under thirty years of age, preferably those planning 
to teach. Closing date, November 1. 


ITALIAN GOVERNMENT: Six awards for advanced study or 
research in any field, each carrying a stipend of 600,000 lire and free 
tuition for a six-month period, plus 10,000 lire for travel in Italy. 
In some cases, there is an additional contribution of 50,000 lire 
toward tuition for candidates in the field of music. Candidates must 
have a master’s degree or the equivalent in advanced work and must 
learn some Italian before taking up awards.

CuBAN-AMERICAN CULTURAL INsTITUTE AwarD: The Father

eight awards to persons of unusual ability and promise in the humanities 
and social sciences. 


A recent grant from the Ford Foundation ensures the continuation 
of the fellowship program through the year 1961-1962. This means 
that a student who decides within the next year to apply his discipline 
to the relatively untouched China area, will have time to gain sufficient 
knowledge of the language to apply for a fellowship for the 1960-1961 
or 1961-1962 fellowship year. 


These fellowships are administered by Cornell University. Policies 
governing the administration are developed by Cornell in consultation 
with the following universities: California (Berkeley), Chicago, 
Columbia, Harvard, Michigan, Pennsylvania, Stanford, Toronto, Wash- 
ington (Seattle), Wisconsin, and Yale. Under these fellowships, a small 
number of persons preparing for or pursuing a professional career of 
teaching or research on China are enabled to devote a year to study of 
the spoken Chinese language in a Chinese-speaking area. The specific 
purpose is to help such persons develop skill in understanding and com- 
municating in spoken Chinese, thus supplementing and improving the 
reading ability they already have and giving them the insight into 
Chinese life and culture that comes only from such language experience 
in the living society. It is hoped, and past experience shows this hope to 
be well founded, that after a year of such language training in Taiwan, 
the Fellows will be able to obtain support from some other source for a 
year of research in the field, during which they can begin at once to use 
the linguistic skill acquired during the fellowship year. 


During the two years that the fellowships have been given, the 
majority of applications have come from people trained in Chinese 
classical studies and in modern Chinese history, though there have been 
a few in anthropology and geography. More applications would be 
welcomed from graduate students or post-doctoral scholars in the social 
science disciplines, such an anthropology, economics, geography, political 
science, social psychology, and sociology, who wish to apply their discipline 
to the Chinese area. 


Applicants must be citizens or, if aliens, permanent residents of the 
United States or Canada. Selection is made on the basis of demonstrated 
ability in a specific discipline; advancement in knowledge of the Chinese 
language; previous study of Chinese society and culture; and promise of 
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a fruitful career. The language attainment expected of the candidate 
varies according to the equipment called for by his discipline. Ideally, it 
should include ability to read with some fluency simple texts in both the 
classical and the modern vernacular styles, but superiority in one skill 
may be taken to offset inferiority in another. The minimum language 
preparation needed is estimated at from three to four hundred class hours, 
depending on the type of instruction, spread over at least two years. 


In determining the amount of the fellowship, costs of transportation, 
maintenance and study expenses, and the family status of the applicant 
are taken into consideration.

Within certain limits, the fellowship com- 
mittee has discretion in fixing the stipends of individual fellows. The 
basic predoctoral stipend is $2,500 for 12 months; basic postdoctoral 
stipends range from $3,500 to $4,500. Basic stipends may be supple- 
mented by allowances for partial support of dependents (ordinarily 
$500 per dependent); and for travel and other expenses incidental to the 
training program; and they may be adjusted to take account of concurrent 
support from other sources. Closing date, January 7. 


Fellowships for Completion of Doctoral Dissertations provide sup- 
port for periods ranging up to a year to be devoted exclusively to com- 
pletion of dissertations for which the basic research is already completed 
or well under way. Applications for these fellowships will be accepted 
both from present or recent research training fellows of the Council 
and from other doctoral candidates giving comparable promise of suc- 
cessful research careers. It is possible to submit an application for fellow- 
ship support of advanced research training followed by completion of a 
dissertation, for a total period of one to two years. Stipends will be 
comparable to those offered for Research Training Fellowships, and the 
same general rules will apply. Closing date, January 7. 


Fellowships in Political Theory and Legal Philosophy offer young 
scholars in political theory, law, or any of the social sciences opportunity 
to obtain additional training either through research or study of political 
or legal thought. Ph.D. candidates who have completed all requirements 
except the thesis or persons who have received that degree or a degree in 
law within the past three years are eligible to apply for these fellowships. 
Applicants must have demonstrated both interest in and superior apti- 
tude for research or training in their chosen fields. Stipends will be com- 
parable to those offered for Research Training Fellowships, and the same 
general rules will apply. Closing date, January 7. 


Faculty Research Fellowships provide somewhat more than one half 
of a faculty member’s support for a period of three years, during 
which he will devote his released time to independent research while con- 
tinuing to teach either intermittently or on a reduced schedule. Competi- 
tion for these fellowships is open to regular members of the faculty of any 
accredited four-year college or university in the United States. A nor- 
mal upper age limit of 35 years at the time of appointment may be ex- 
ceeded slightly at the discretion of the selection committee, but candi- 
dates who have reached 40 years of age cannot be considered. In excep- 
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tional cases where an initial commitment for three years is not feasible, 
appointment may be made for a two-year term with the expectation 
that it may be extended for a third year. The fields of research within 
which Faculty Research Fellowships may be awarded are not bounded by 
conventional disciplinary lines. 


Each candidate must be nominated by a responsible senior faculty 
member or administrator who will undertake to secure the necessary 
commitments by the institution if an appointment is offered. The Council 
is eager to receive nominations not only from large institutions where 
research is a formally recognized function, but also from independent 
liberal arts colleges. Closing date, January 7. 


Grants-in-Aid of Research and Faculty Research Grants are de- 
signed to help individual social scientists carry out small research projects 
of their own choosing in any social science field. Grants are offered only 
to mature investigators who are not candidates for academic degrees, and 
whose capacity for effective research has been demonstrated by their 
previous work. Eligibility is not limited to members of academic faculties. 
Preference is normally given to projects that are already well under way 
and can be completed within the period of the grant. Prospective appli- 
cants should canvass the availability of local support before applying to 
the Council. 


Grants-in-Aid, not exceeding $1,500, are offered to meet only the 
direct expenses of research, including travel, procurement of materials, 
and clerical or technical assistance. Faculty Research Grants, in amounts 
ranging from $1,500 to a maximum of $6,000, may include provision for 
full or partial maintenance in lieu of salary, in addition to research 
expenses. They will be offered as a rule only to scholars who have held 
the doctorate for at least five years. Closing dates, November 1 and 
February 2. 


Auxiliary Research Awards are to be offered late in 1958. Applica- 
tions are not invited from individuals on their own behalf, but faculty 
members, academic administrators, and others are invited to nominate 
social scientists with whose scholarly work they are familiar. Submittal 
of specific research projects is not requested. These grants may be used 
by recipients in their discretion for any purpose that will facilitate or 
enrich their research, without restriction as to time. Such purposes may 
include travel for consultation or gathering of data; employment of re- 
search assistants, or coding, computing, or clerical services; and secur- 
ing additional free time for research. The funds are not to be used to 
increase the recipient’s salary. The awards are intended to supplement 
and not to displace other resources for research, available to recipients. 
Closing date, October 15, 1958. 
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Senior Research Awards in American Governmental Affairs provide 
awards to individuals who have demonstrated high competence in re- 
search and who, through their published works, have made significant 
contributions to the understanding of American governmental affairs. 
Awards may provide for maintenance in lieu of salary, clerical or tech- 
nical assistance, travel, and other research expenses. The maximum 
single award for a period of twelve months or more is $20,000. No 
individual will be eligible for more than two awards under the program. 
[In view of the related program sponsored by the Ford Foundation and 
providing research professorships at six universities—the University of 
California at Berkeley, University of Chicago, Columbia, Harvard, 
Princeton, and Yale Universities—awards to members of their faculties 
do not come within the program administered by the Council.] Persons 
may apply on their own behalf and others are invited to submit the names 
of highly qualified persons as nominees. Closing date, November 1. 


Grants for Research on American Governmental Processes are offered 
to social scientists possessing the doctoral degree or its equivalent. In 
addition to proposals for research by individuals, the committee solicits 
applications from scholars whose plans call for collaboration by junior 
colleagues or assistance by qualified graduate or undergraduate students 
whose training would benefit from this experience. The committee is 
especially interested in applications from scholars in liberal arts colleges 
or other institutions that may not possess adequate funds for support 
of research by faculty members. Awards may provide for maintenance in 
lieu of salary, the employment of research assistants, travel, and other 
research expenses. Grants may range from about $5,000 to about $25,000 
for periods of a year or longer. Closing date, November 1. 


Grants for Research on the Near and Middle East are offered to in- 
dividuals for social science research with emphasis on the modern period. 
Grants range from relatively small sums for travel or research assistance 
during a single summer to amounts sufficient for a year’s travel and re- 
search, including maintenance in lieu of salary. Applications are wel- 
comed not only from scholars with established competence in Near and 
Middle Eastern studies but also from individuals with established compe- 
tence in a social science field who wish to equip themselves for research 
relating to problems of these areas. Grants are offered only to mature 
scholars who are not candidates for academic degrees, and whose capacity 
for effective research has been demonstrated by their previous work. 
Closing date, November 1. 


Grants for Slavic and East European Studies are offered for re- 
search, publication, and travel to conferences, to assist mature scholars, 
not candidates for degrees, who are engaged in research in the social 
sciences or in the humanities relating to the U.S.S.R., the Baltic states, 
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Finland, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria, Albania, 
and Yugoslavia. Grants for research may range from small sums for 
travel and other research expenses, to amounts sufficient for a year’s 
research including maintenance in lieu of salary. Particular emphasis is 
placed on aid to scholars whose normal places of work are remote from 
the centers of study of these areas. A small number of grants may 
be made to individuals to subsidize the publication of research mono- 
graphs or other book-length manuscripts that embody the results of 
research based in substantial measure on sources in Slavic or East European 
languages. Each manuscript must have been accepted for publication 
and must be accompanied by a letter from the prospective publisher 
stating the amount of subsidy required. Closing date for applications 
for grants for research, November 1. Requests for publication sub- 
sidies may be made by letter at any time.

The institution or locale in which studies will be pursued 
may be selected by the candidate on consultation with the Committee.
